DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The IDS(s), filed 12/22/04, has/have been considered in full. 

Oath/Declaration 

3. The Oath/Declaration is acceptable. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the structure, material, 
and arrangement of parts found in claims 30-32, 34-40, and 49 must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 30-32, 34-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The structure of these claims is not shown in the drawings. The Examiner 
does not understand how the structure is integrated into the device. Also, is claim 31 , it 
is not understood how a switch includes a potentiometer (a switch is on/off and a 
potentiometer is a variable output). In claims 34-40, it is not understood how the 
various arrangements are satisfied since there is no drawing to support the claims.

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claims 30-32, 34-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are indefinite since the Examiner does not understand how the structure and 
arrangement of parts is integrated into the invention. Since the claims cannot be 
understood, they are indefinite as well. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1 0. Claims 28-30, 33-48, 50-61 , as best understood, are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jester (4,561,325). 

Jester shows a transmission shifter (figure 2) which has a spherical (96) mount and is 
pivotal about orthogonal pins (98, 104); the transmission shifter has a recess or detent 
(as at 122) which accepts a spherical nose of a switch member (126); the switch being 
mounted on the housing (130) and the detent or recess provided on the movable portion 
of the shift lever. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

12. Claims 31-32, and 49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Jester (4,561,325). 

Jester shows the claimed invention except for the use of the particular transducer 
(claims 31-32) and the plastic construction (claim 49). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to replace the electrical switch of Jester with any known signal 
device since the selection of a known signaling device for a known purpose is well 
within the level of skill in the art. 

With regards to the plastic construction tt would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to manufacture the housing of 
plastic for the purpose of reducing weight, further it is well settled that the construction 
of a known device by a different material, absent unexpected results, is not, in itself, 
patentable.
